Clamor For Peace. 


London, July 6—Special—News fiom Madrid is of an 


alarming nature. 
Intelligence of the annihilation of Cervera's 


fleet has got abroad in spite of the government's efforts to 
suppress it, and there is a loud clamor for peace at any price. 
The inefficiency of both the Spanish army and navy is freely 
admitted by the press, and the ministry is urged to make 
terms while it is possible to retain some degree of national 
prestige. Riots are threatened in many of the provinces, 
and on the coast there is great apprehension of disaster as the 
result of a visit from Watson's squadron. 
There is not a 


ship along the coast capable of offering resistance, while the 
forts are for the most part antiquated, poo.ly armed, and al- 
most worthless as defenses. 
An attack in force would com- 


pel the surrender of all of these. The ho;>e is expressed that 
Watson's orders are to follow Camara through the Suez canal, 
but the fear Is general that they contemplate only an attack 
on the Canaries and the Qseacoast cities of the mainland J 
Another American victory, no matter in what quarter, will 
precipitate a revolutions whose consequences it will be 
diffi-

London, July G.—The Hong Kong 


correspondent of the Dally Mall says: 


"The triumphal entry of the re-en- 


forcing squadron Into Manila was 
marred by an unpleasant Incident, for 
which tho Germans were responsible. 


"Aa the ships came up the bay they 


were closely followed by tho German 
warship Kalserln Augusta, which had 
been cruising about Mnrlvclee for some 
time. The Impression given every one 
who watched her was that she was not 
only making a. closo observation of the 
American forces, but endeavoring to 
show both American and Spanish that 
she represented a nation which must be 
reckoned with in the present crisis. . 


"The feeling among both Americans 


and British In the bay Is that Ger- 
many's attitude, as shown by these 
movements, Is highly reprehensible 
and anything but respectful to 
the 


United States. Many German mer- 
chants at Manila are almost as much 
displeased by the Incident as are tho 
British. 


"Manila la In a state of excitement 


bordering on panic. Thousands of for- 
eigners, 
anticipating 
bombardment, 


havo taken refuge on the neutral ships 
in the harbor. 
Meanwhile Gen. Agul- 


naldo's wild levies continue to attack 
the Spanish outposts incessantly. They 
have tightened the cordon around Ma- 
nila on the south side and have cap- 
tured and destroyed a Spanish maga- 
zine. 


"Gen. Agulnaldo Is confident of being 


able to prevent Gen. Monet from effect- 
Ing a junction with the garrison at Ma- 
nila."

Manila, via Hong Kong, July C.—U 


has been asserted by a Spaniard In an 
official position that Spain has ceded 
Yolo. Sulu island, to Germany, which 
•has promised to maintain an autono- 
mous government there. It Is alleged 
that If Dewey bombards Manila Ger- 
man warships will Interpose. It Is sus- 
pected that Great Britain and America 
will work in harmony, In which event 
other nations will combine to
